WASHINGTON (AFPS)- Each montfi thou¬ 
sands of servicemen and women earn 
collecre credits without setting foot 
inside a classroom. Their "school" is 
CLEP. 

CLEP, the Collecre Level Examination 
Program, offers a five - nart General 
Examination, Subject Examinations and 
Brief Tests. Throuqh special arranoe- 
ments between the United States Termed 
Forces Institute (USAFI) and CLEP of¬ 
ficials, service personnel can take 
the General Examination. 

The five tests comprising the Gener¬ 
al Examination ares English Comnosi- 
tion, Social Sciences, Natural Sci¬ 
ences, Humanities and. Mathematics. The 
tests varv from 60 to 75 minutes in 
length and mav be taken separatelv or 
in various combinations. 

The General Examination is desinned 
to measure the general learninc of an 
individual compared with that of a reg 
ularlv enrolled student who has sue— 
cessfullv completed two vears of un¬ 
dergraduate work. Although collecres 
and universities were slow to warm to 
the idea of grantina credit for the 
test-onlv 55 schools said thev would 
now almost aoo are willinc to give ere 
dit. Of course, their policies varv on 
the amount of credit allowed and the 
minimum scores acceptable. 

The General Examination is scored bv 
USAFI and score reports are sent to 
anv individual, college, or noncolle- 
criate aoenev or organization indicated 
bv the candidate. The scores also are 
stored indefinitelv bv USA.fi in case 
the service man or woman needs them at 
a later date. 

Between- Julv 196 5 and November 19 69, 
more than 709,000 service people were 
examined, and latest DOD fiaures indi¬ 
cate more than 10,000 servicemen are, 
taking the test each month. More than 
half of these examined since 1965 have 
scored higher than the level recommend-

While the General Examination is A-* 
vailable at no charge throunh base ed¬ 
ucation offices, the Subject Examina¬ 
tions are available onl.v at 5 n clef 
test centers and colleges and univer¬ 
sities in the United States. 

The Subject Examinations are tied 
more closelv to the specific course or 
subject. Each is intended to measure an 
individual's achievement in that part¬ 
icular area. There is a SIS charge 
for each subject examination test tak¬ 
en at a test center. 

'fhe Brief Tests are shorter versions 
of the Subject. Examinations and are 
intended primarily to measure groun a- 
chievement. m hev are available onlv at 
colleges and universities. 

All of the General Examination tests 
have about 100 multiple choice ques¬ 
tions, with the exception of the math¬ 
ematics test, which is made up of 75 
questions. 

A person does not have to answer all 
or even most, of the questions to earn 
an acceptable score, r or example, a 
person who answers onlv two-thirds of 
the questions on the Encrlish composi¬ 
tion test and has incorrect answers 
for about one--fifth of them will 
still obtain a score well above aver— 
ace when compared with a represents- i 
tive sample of collene sophomores. 

The General Examination scores have 
no fixed values. A score reflects a 
person's standinq in relation to the 
scores of others who have taken the 
test. Gollenes and universities deter¬ 
mine their own particular score levels 
for awardina credit. 

GLEF officials advise servicemen and 
women to forget about crammina c or the 
examinations. "In addition to know!na 
the facts and information about the 
areas involved, thev will have to be 
able to think about these facts and to 
use them and interpret materials re¬ 
lated to them, "officials said. "It is 
unlikelv that anvone can prepare for 
these kinds* questions mere.lv bv 

crammina."

Lieutenant. Colonel Er¬ 
nest McClish, a Choctaw 
Indian was one of the 
many Americans and Fili¬ 
pinos' who continued the 
fight after the surrender 
at Bataan in Wt>rld 
War II. 

By September of 1942 
he had an organization of 
more than 300 soldiers 
with four machine guns, 
150 rifles and six boxes of 
ammunition. H e later 
joined forces with another 
American, Colonel Fertig 
of the Army Engineer!. 
The two men decided to 
recruit men from the local 
Filipinos of the four east¬ 
ern provinces of the is¬ 
land of Mindanao. 

Their job was compli¬ 
cated by the fact that they 
first had to subdue the 
local robbers and bandits 
who terrorized the 1 vil¬ 
lagers. When these brig¬ 
ands were jailed, recruit¬ 
ing proceeded at a'" rapid 
pace. 

From Sept. 15, 1942 to 
Jan. 1, 1945, the guerrillas 
fought more than 350 en¬ 
counters with the Jap¬ 
anese. One hundred and 
fifteen men were killed 
and sixty-four wounded. 
Enemy losses were esti¬ 
mated at more than 3,000 
killed and 6,000 wounded. 

The guerrillas acquired 
launches and barges which 
had been kept hidden from 
the Japanese and were 
operated by using home¬ 
made alcohol and coconut 
oil. In order to keep their 
barges and land transpor¬ 
tation operating the guer¬ 
rillas obtained a complete 
machine shop from a Jap¬ 
anese lumbering company 
in their territory. 

The guerrillas finally 
made contact with the 
American forces in the 
South Pacific and sup¬ 
plied them with valuable 
information about the 
enemy in that area.

^This table gives examples of higher social 
security benefits payable as a result 
of a 20 percent increase recently signed 
into law. The first monthly checks 
including the increase will be sent out 
October 3. covering payments for the 
month of September.

♦Generally, average earnings covered by social 
security are figured from 1951 until the worker 
reaches retirement age, becomes disabled, or dies. 
The maximum benefit for a retired worker in 
1972 is $259.40 a month, based on average 


yearly earnings of $5,652. The higher benefits 
shown in the chart, based on average earnings 
shown in the columns on the right, generally will 
not be payable until later. 


Under a change in the social 
security law, starting in Janu¬ 
ary, earnings credits of $100 a 
month will be given for active 
military service since 1956. Be¬ 
fore, those credits were given 
only for service after 1967. If 
you were in the armed forces af¬ 
ter 1956 and are now getting 
monthly social security checks 
or you are the survivor of some¬ 
one who served during those ye¬ 
ars, get in touch with any social 
security office.

q. I'm a career sailor. I under¬ 
stand that the new social securi¬ 
ty law provides new benefits for 
servicemen. What are they? 

A. In addition to social securi¬ 
ty credits for their basic pay, 
servicemen have been getting”non— 
contributory"wage credits of $100 
for each month of active military 
service performed after 1967. 
Starting in January, wage credits 
of $100 a month will also be gi¬ 
ven for active military service 
preformed after 1956. These cre¬ 
dits are provided without deduc¬ 
tions from the serviceman's pay. 

Since social security payments 
are related to average earnings, 
this change could have the effect 
of increasing social security, 
cash payments. Retired servicemen 
(or survivors of servicemen) col¬ 
lecting social security benefits 
should'check at any social secur¬ 
ity office to see if the new law 
affects their payments. A Social 
Security Representative makes a, 
visit to the Naval Hospital ev— 
ery Wednesday for various ques¬ 
tions any person has. 


Do you know someone who became 
disabled between 18 and 22? If 
you do, tell him or her to get 
in touch with social security.Un¬ 
der a recent change in the social 
security law, monthly checks for, 
January 19/3 or later can be paid 
to people severely disabled be¬ 
fore age 22 when one of the par¬ 
ents gets social security retir- 
ment or disability checks or dies 
after having worked long enough 
under social security. 

A new amendment to the social 
security law reduces the waiting 
period for disability benefits 
under social security. Under this 

amendment, if you're entitled to 
social security disability bene¬ 
fits,your payments will start a- 
fter the sixth month of disabil¬ 
ity. Up to now, Payments started 
after -the seventh month of disa¬ 
bility. The shorter waiting per¬ 
iod will go into effect in Janu¬ 
ary 1973 .
